El ect i o n/R e strictions 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
11-13 and 19-23 directed to inventions non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 11-13 and 19-23 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-10, 14-18 and 24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 1-10 and 14-18, the prior art does not teach electrolytic 
polishing of copper foil at a gradually decreasing rate using a plurality of baths 
containing cathode plates and electrolytic polishing solutions having different acidity, 
temperature and concentration of corrosion inhibitor. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art does not teach electrolytic polishing of copper 
foil at a decreasing rate using a plurality of baths containing cathode plates and different 
electrolytic solutions.
